It provides tha t whenever a ny person 
sha ll inform a ny editor or publisher 
of a ny newspa per published In the 
sta te, or a ny reporter or correspon­ 
dent thereof of crime tha t ha s been 
committed, the editors, publishers, re. 
porters or correspodents sha ll not be 
compelled a ga inst their willtodlvuige 
before a ny gra nd jury or otberbody 
Investiga ting the sa id crime,the ca me 
of such person or persons giving the 
informa tion. 
The a ct will help grea tly In the 
ma intena nce of la w a nd order In a ll 
communities. It will give newspa pers 
or employes thereof the right a nd 
privilege 
to investiga te conditions, 
wherein the la ws a nd ordina nces a re 
being disobeyed, a nd a lso to secure 
priva te evidence in such work. The 
la w is expected to prove to be a good 
one for the sta te, ina smuch a s news­ 
pa pers will now ha ve a uthority to fer­ 
ret out unla wful pla ces a nd tra nsa c­ 
tions a nd thus hold them up to the 
public a nd to the officia ls. In ma ny 
communities the new la w will be the 
power necessa ry for the newspa pers to 
ra ise the lid on crimina l opera tions 
a nd the effect of the la w will be 
wa tched with interest a ll over the 
sta te.

The dealer’s partner 
holds the a ce and queen of clubs and 
one small club. 
What his other ten 
cards are makes no difference. 
The partner of the person holding 
the good hand holds the thirteen other 
cards, and it makes no difference wha t 
they are. 
The “ good” hand has the 
lead, and if any whist play er wishes to 
verify the assertion he may try from 
now until doomsday and y et not be 
able to take more than six tricks with 
the hand. 
It Is impossible by good, 
bad or indifferent play to take a single 
trick more, provided, of course, the 
dealer and his partner play their hands 
properly .—Baltimore Sun.

D ia m onds. 
Previous to the discovery of the Bra­ 
zilian mines in 17 27 diamonds were 
found chiefly in India and Borneo. The 
most valuable Brazilian diamond wa s 
the Southern Star, found in 18 54, which 
weighed 254 carats in the rough and 
124 carats a fter cutting. 
The South 
African diamonds do not equal the Bra­ 
zilian for purity on the average. Other 
countries where diamonds are known 
are the United States, British Guiana, 
•Russia, China, Sumatra and Australia. 
In the United States the stones are 
found only occasionally in alluvia l ma­ 
terial and drift. The great lakes re­ 
gion is one of the districts in which 
they are found. 
Owing to the peculiar circular or oval 
form of the deposits in which diamonds 
Are discovered in South Africa it is con­ 
sidered tha t these deposits mark the 
vents or pipes of ancient volcanoes, and 
it is therefore considered tha t the pres­ 
ence of diamonds is connected with vol­ 
canic a ctivity , the stones either having 
been brought up from the interior of 
the earth or having been formed where 
found under the influence of molten 
rock in connection with carbonaceous 
SEhale.
